cans.

out of consumer incomes — 
which only a few weeks ago was 
feared as a potential drag on 
the economy — is now wel- 
comed as a damper on inflation- 
ary pressures. 


Its anti-inflationary effect will 


be diminished, however, by a 
new batch of excise tax reduc- 
tions on the same day. 


In the second stage of last

Reserpine Drug a Factor 
Scientists Try to Find Reasons for 
Human Ulcers Through Hog Tests 


—Since livestock men found 


ulcers in the stomachs of hogs a 
few years ago, the hog has 
become a rather 
important 


experimental animal to study 
this human ailment. Scientists 
have learned how to induce 
ulcers in pigs for study, and 
some of these methods duplicate 
ways in which ulcers develop in 
people. 


One of their studies is on the 


occurence of ulcers in human 
patients being treated with the 
well-known drug reserpine to 
control high-blood pressure and 
nervous disorders. 


Reserpine-treated patients of- 


ten 
develop ulcers, 
and 
a 


University of Wisconsin team 
decided to find out how such 
ulcers develop. 


A group of scientists — T. 


Kowalczyk, W. G. Hoekstra, R. 
H. Grummer and B. A. Mug- 
genburg — injected reserpine 
into pigs in varying doses, and 
then determined the number of 
stomach ulcers and the reasons 
why they developed. About 15 
hogs were given daily injections 
of the drug for periods up to 15 
days. 


One group of pigs was equip- 


ped with stainless steel fistulas 
which allowed the scientists to 
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sample stomach juices through 
a tube which was connected to 
the stomach through their side. 
The pigs that got high injections 
of reserpine had definite differ- 
ences in their gastric juices 
Within 24 -hours after an injec 
tion they had much more stom- 
ach acid and pepsin in the stom 
ach. Pepsin and acid can eal 
away the stomach wall in the 
case of ulcers.

Those that got small doses or 
no reserpine did not develop any 
stomach ulcers.

The 
word now is: when any contact 
is made with the enemy, bring 
in the artillery and the air anc 
blast them out of their hiding 
places. 


With this conventional fire- 


power, the U.S. planners hope to 
achieve what weeks of footslog- 
ging have failed to do.

)ose tremendous tactical prob- 
ems, similar to the initial stale- 
mate when the hedgerows of 
Normandy were encountered in 
World War II.

livestock feeds. Feeders and 
mill operators frequently use 
corn and soybean meal as bases 
to evaluate various feeds. Ta- 
bles devised for use in the U.S. 
don't work in Brazil where feed 
prices fluctuate more widely 
than in the United States. 


But economical feeding 
Is 


even more important in develop- 
ing countries, so a feed cost 
formula presented a challenge 
to agricultural specialists work- 
ing there under the Agency 
for International Development 


Meeting Challenge 


Meeting the challenge were H. 


R. Bird, University of Wisconsin 
poultry scientist, and Jorge Lo- 
pez, 
Brazilian animal scientist. 


Bird was chief of a team of 
Wisconsin agricultural scientists 
working at the University of Rio 
Grande Do Sul, Porto Alegre, 
Brazil. Bird will return to his 
teaching and research duties at 
the University of Wisconsin in 
1966. 


When they found that the corn- 


soybean tables didn't work, Bird 
and Lopez set up a mathemati- 
cal formula that converted the 
values of the two crops into 
Brazilian values. The formula is 
adaptable for energy and pro- 
tein in corn and soybean meal 
and other feeds in any mone- 
tary system.

No Peace Negotiations Possible 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk deserves 


sympathy. Blasted only two weeks ago for 
not making public peace feelers from 
Hanoi more than a year ago, he is now 
being castigated for announcing rumors of 
recent probes from Ho Chih Minh. 


There is great confusion over the 


various efforts to bring about negotiations. 
We were told that Secretary Rusk said 
nothing about the earlier ones because 
he didn't feel they were really intended. It 
is quite likely, however, that our oun 
situation at that time was influential in our 
ignoring any North Vietnamese overtures. 
We would have had to deal from weakness 
in 1964 and even last spring when the Viet 
Cong 
were

expected to be extensive victories during 
the monsoon season. But now that "we are 
no longer losing" the war, according to 
Secretary McNamara, it seems the North 
Vietnamese may be reluctant to bargain 
from their own position of weakness.

he is to keep on fighting whatever the cost. 
Months ago some critics insisted that 
whatever Ho's Red affiliations, he was 
anxious to avoid too close ties to his

Labels on Prescriptions 


When a drug store fills a doctor's 


prescription, the 
label on the bottle 


contains only a prescription number, the 
name of the doctor, the name of the 
patient, and instructions for use like "take 
two pills every three hours." This is 
adequate for the immediate treatment, but 
when the patient has recovered there are 
apt to be pills left over, the bottle goes in 
the medicine chest, and months or years 
later Mother wonders "now what were 
those pills for." 


The council on drugs of the American 


Medical Society is now urging that the 
labels identify the drug prescribed. And 
we say "Hooray." 


The council explains that "in a less 


sophisticated era, where the art of medical 
practice outweighed scientific knowledge, 
physicians didn't tell their patients the 
identity of the medications they prescrib- 
ed." They felt identification might lead to 


simply swallow North Viet Nam. That 
threat is even more possible now. Because 
of it, Ho may want to negotiate but he 
certainly does not want China to hear 
about it. 


However, we do not really know wheth- 


er there have been honest efforts on the 
part of the North Vietnamese to find a 
way out of the war. Certainly probes by 
Great Britain, the Soviet Union and a va- 
riety of smaller non-aligned nations have 
found little evidence of a sincere effort 
to end the war. North Vietnamese terms 
for negotiations, supposedly dating back 
more than a year, have not been publicly 
changed and they remain untenable to the 
United States. By virtually turning over 
South Viet Nam to the National Liberation 
Front, such an agreement would doom 
thousands more Vietnamese to extermina- 
tion. 


But for whatever reason,

It has always been an idle 


stupidity to abuse President 
Charles de Gaulle. He does not 
need the support or respect of 
the American people. Indeed, 
their criticism often helps him 
in France.

invidious and insulting, has 
taken place with respect to 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, 
whose government in London 
can be defeated 
any day. 


Prime Minister Lester Pear- 
son,

minority government in Cana- 
da, has escaped this cynical 
and captious comment. Why 
should De Gaulle alone be 
exposed to it? This discrimina- 
tion is unworthy of America 
and irritating to France. 


As the final results showed, 


De Gaulle is still the authentic 
leader 
of his 
people. The 


British people did not hesitate 
on occasion to reject Churchill 
as prime minister even though 
they never doubted his incom- 
parable greatness. In much 
the same way the French 
voter has reminded De Gaulle 
that even he is not indispens-' 
able. It is a welcome sign that 
the French genius for self- 
criticism and self-respect is 
still alive and 
active. De 


Gaulle is too good a French- 
man 
not to recognize this 


quality and to respect it. 
NEEDS YOUNGER MEN 


One lesson of the election is 


stark 
and 
imperative. De 


Gaulle must bring many new 
men. especially younger men, 
into his government. His per- 
sonal aloofness, his pervasive 
control of French policy, his 
olympian contempt for parlia- 
mentary opposition, his proud 
reliance on his personal leg- 
end, all this has discouraged 
the emergence of new sources 
of support. De Gaulle will be

Aside from their 
exposure to risk and their 
function of standing in readi- 
ness for emergency service, 
they have ample time to study 
and reflect and to keep in 
touch with their legislative 
representatives.

THE QUESTION 


The disputed bill proposes to 


permit contracts to require all 
public employes in a municipal 
employment unit, upon a two- 
thirds majority vote that rep- 
resents a 50 per cent majority 
of the workers involved, to pay 
initiation fees and dues to the 
labor organization represent- 
ing the unit even if they do not 
choose to become formally 
affiliated as union members. 
In 
principle, the issue 
is 


probably not significantly dis- 
tinguishable from the more 


familiar "union shop" conc«pt 
in private employment. 


The same arguments made 


for the union shop are made 
for the so-called agency shop. 
It is said that the nonunion 
member 
benefits from 
the 


activity of the labor organiza- 
tion, to the extent that he" 
accepts pay benefits and other 
bargaining concessions achiev- 
ed through the work of the 
union with the management 
officials. It is argued that the 
most effective union, from the 
viewpoint of the employe as 
well as from the standpoint of 
management, is the union that 
is secure in its finances and 
its support. 


If 
the labor organization 


leader must constantly worry 
about backfires in his ranks, 
he is likely to be more difficult 
at the bargaining table, as the 
argument is sometimes heard. 
Finally, why should not the 
worker in a public agency 
have the same rights as his 
friend in a factory or other 
privately owned business? 


The governor's 
objections 


were verbose and not entirely 
clear in some respects. But an 
essential difference between 
the public and the private 
employment unit is the con- 
cept that the public merit 
principle of employment can- 
not take into account such 
extraneous matters as a man's 
personal attitude toward join- 
ing an organization.

The 
public employer is an agent of 
the public, pledging money 
paid unvoluntarily by all resi- 
dents of the community—in- 
cluding money paid in taxes 
by the civil servant forced into 
membership in an organization 
he would not choose-tojoin. 


Yet the legislative-record to 


date probably shows that the 
union proposal will become 
law. in spite of the governor's 
solemn objections. In an apho- 
rism of' the legislative dia- 
logue, it is easier to feel the 
heat than to see the light.

A 1966 winter wheat crop o

suming a spring wheat crop 
equal to this year's 302 million 
bushels, the total 1966 crop 
would be about 1,367,000,000.
